In view of rumors that President Taft 
is considering the advisability of dis- 
placing Mr. Newell in favor of an army 
engineer, opponents of the bill in the Sen- 
ate scent a “joker.” 

A number of senators favor a_pro- 
vision whereby engineers from civil life, 
who are associated with the army, could 
be rewarded for their services by com- 
mission. At present there is no way by 
which an engineer may become an army 
officer except through graduation from 
West Point. 

Director Newell is opposed to the plan 
of conducting the reclamations bureau 
through the engineer corps of the army. 

“I can’t see why an army engineer 
should be fitted to do reclamation work,” 
said Mr. Newell today. “This is an age 
of specialty, in engineering as in every- 
thing else. I don’t how an army 
engineer is competent to cooperate and 
deal with the American farmer, who 
the most independent and the hardest of 
citizens to Manage, and to map out and 
build jrrigation projects. 

“Army engineers are trained for fortifi- 
cation work and have been detailed at 
harbor and river improvement work— 
and the latter is a highly specialized 
branch of engineering. It seems to me 
that they would have to come in here 
and learn the whole thing over again, if 
this bureau is to be placed in their 
charge. And that would mean a period

OENATE RESOLUTION 
SEEKS INFORMATION 
ABOUT RATES FILED 


Calls on naa Commerce 
Commission for Report on 
Advances and Effect on a 
Hundred Commodities.

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GOVERNIVENT TESTS we CENT INCREASE 


WASHINGTON -——- The Senate today 
adopted a resolution presented by Senator 
Burton (Rep., Ohio), instructing the in- 
terstate commerce commission to send to 
the Senate a report giving full informa- 
tion as to the proposed advances of rates 
and to furnish 100 examples of how lead- 
ing commodities are affected. 

It was estimated today bv officials of 
the interstate commerce commission that 
the new commodity rates filed by the 
New York Central, covering traffic from 
New York to St. Paul, provide increases 
of 2 to 13 per cent. The heaviest in- 
creases are on asphalt, bagging, oysters, 
pitch and tar. The other increases are 
below 10 per cent. 

The commission has not had time to 
compare the old and new tariffs filed by 
the Pennsylvania, Baltimore & Ohio and 
Irie systems, but it is presumed the in- 
ereases will average the same the 
New York Central. Practically every 
road north of the Potomac and Ohio 
rivers and as far west the Missouri 
river has now indicated officially its in- 
tention to increase its commodity rates 
before July 5. 

Nothing has been heard as yet by the 
as to whether the roads 
operating in the soutkeast or on the 
Pacific coast intend to follow the exam- 
ple set by the eastern and middle West 
railroads. : 

The opinion was expressed today that 
the Pacifie coast roads would not in- 
erease their rates because there is al- 
ready much criticism of the higher rates 
to the intermountain states than to 
coast terminals, and also because of com- 
petition. 

The Memphis Hayv-and Grain Associa- 
tion today filed a complaint with the 
commission against all the railroads in 
the Mississippi valley, alleging that 
rates on the commodities dealt in by the 
association were such as to discriminate 
against buyers at Memphis and against 
shippers from Ohio, Indiana and Michi- 
gan points, to the extent of from 5 
cents to 9 cents per 100 pounds. 

Attorney General Wickersham today 
said that he is ready to institute pro- 
ceedings to prevent the increased rail- 
road rates from going into effect, pro- 
viced evidence is presented to him thaf 
would warrant such action, but that he 
had as vet received no complaints. 

The 24 railroads in the Central Freight 
Association operating in the Chicago and 
Ohio river territory whose proposed new 
tariffs were filed Thursday, acted in 
concert, just as did the Western Freight 
Association, against whom the attorney 
general obtained an injunction. They 
acted through one agent, C. E. Fulton.

depositors. Since the bank commissioner 
and the trustees who were represented 
by eounsel agreed on the plan there 
would be no appeal from the decree of 
the judge if he should enter one for the 
carrying out of the plan of the trustees, 
the judge felt it would better to 
have the full court determine the ques- 
tion. His honor said that if the ‘court 
entered the decree and subsequently a 
depositor sued to recover the full amount 
of his deposit he would have the right 
to go to the full court on the question 
of the power of the court to make such 

decree as would cut off his rights to

the appellate court decide that the decree 
was improperly entered for 
authority, there would be great con- 
fusion and a huge mistake would ha‘ve 
been made. 

In view of this intimation by Judge 
Sheldon counsel, who had first urged tlie 
court to make the decree, expressed the 
view that it might be advisable to-have 
the matter reported to the full beach. 

From the statement of the bank, dated 
June |, the total deposits are $3,022,- 
828.22. The interest on the deposits 
amount to $46,431.72, and the building 
income account amounts to $310.75, mak- 
ing the total liabilities $3,069,570.69.

PRUSSIA VOTE 10 
GERMANY’ RULER TO 


BE FIVE MILLIQNS 


BERLIN—The civil list of the Em- 
peror as King of Prussia is soon to be 
increased probably to about $5,000,000. 
This was agreed upon today by the 
leaders of the Conservative, National, 
Liberal and Radical parties of the Prus- 
sian Parliament. A bill embodying the 
necessary legislation will be introduced 
by the government shortly. 

Emperor William, who receives noth- 
ing from the empire, has experienced 
difficulty during recent years in meeting 
the demand on his allowances from the 
Prussian kingdom. These allowances 
amount at present to $3,925,000, an in- 
crease of about $875,000 having. been 
made in 1889. 

The restoration or repairs upon his 
majesty’s numerous castles are said to 
be in part responsible for the royal need. 
But, beyond these expenditures, the Em- 
peror is a generous supporter of the 
opera and of the royal theaters of Berlin 
and Wiesbaden Castle, having for some 
years made up an annual deficit totaling 
some $750,000. He also maintains 52 
town and country residences, some of 
which he has not visited since the be- 
ginning of his reign.

FRANCE ADOPTS 
NEW WIRELESS 
SCALE OF RATES 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
PARIS-—-The French postoffice has put 


into operation the regulations decided 
tipon by the International radio-tele- 
graphic conference, which met at Berlin, 
together with the new wireless scale of 
rates. 

All inland postoffices can now receive 


international messages for transmission 


from any “wireless” station on the 
French coast. The tariff for transmis- 


sionfirom the coastal stations to vessels 
at sea has been reduced from 75 centimes 
per word to 40 centimes, while the cost 
of messages between the Mediterranean 
coastal stations and ships working be- 
tween France and Corsica, Algeria and 
Tunisia, works out * 60 centimes per 
word, 

Merchant steamers inti the French 
flag are authorized. to collect a tax of 40 
centimes per word on board from the re- 
ceiver of the wireless message, in addi- 
tion to the charge paid by the sender, 
This tax is reduced to 10 centimes per 
words in the case of Mediterranean ve- 
sels, 

Radio-telegraphie stations are ready 
for public use at Ajaccio, Boulogne-on- 
Sea, Brest, Cherbourg, Dunkirk, Ft. de 
Eau (Algeria), Lorient, Wissant, Por- 
querolles, Rochefort and Sainte Marie de 
la Mer.

VICTORIA, B. C.—The British Colum- 
bia government is now building what is 
said to be the finest scenic highway in 
western America for automobilists and 
all classes of tourists who prefer the 
back-to-nature driveways to the smoke 
and rattle of the “iron-horse.” 

The cost for the main section will 
approximate $1,000,000, but will run 
into many millions, when all branches 
are considered, and is to be 1200 miles 
long, with but a single interruption, 
where ferry is taken across the gulf of 
Georgia.

COUNT REVENTLOW ADVISES 
UNDERSTANDING WITH RUSSIA 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

BERLIN—The question of the devel- 
opment of Persia and especially tne de- 
Velopment of German enterprise in that 
country has occupied the attention of 
the public for some time. Indeed, ever 
since the commencement of the circum- 
stances which culminated in the deposi- 
tion of the late Shah, the heads of Ger- 
man, financial and industrial concerns 
have been endeavoring to exploit the 
country. From German official sources, 
however, but little has been said on the 
subject. The only statements that have 
been made are to the effect that no 
concessions have been granted to Ger- 
man firms by the Persian government 
and that Germany entertains no politi- 
cal designs on Persia. Those who are 
anxious to see the spread of German in- 
fluence in Persia point out that it is only 
right that Germany should avail herself 
of the “open door” policy, advocated by 
both England and Russia. 

Count Reventlow, discussing the ques- 
tion in the Deutsche Tages Zeitung, points 
out that it is a grave mistake to asso- 
ciate private enterprise, such as the con- 
struction of the Baghdad railway, with 
the politics of the country. He further 
points out that English and Russian in- 
fluence is already established, and that 
the present situation would have been 
considerably altered if a protest had been 
made by Prince Bulow at the time when 
England and Russia divided up Persia 
into spheres of English and Russian 
influence. Instead of endeavoring to ob- 
tain freedom of action for Germany in 
the country, Prince Bulow not only re- 
frained from taking steps which might 
lead to such an advantage to Germany 
but expressed his approval of what had 
taken place. The policy of the “open 
door” is, Count Reventlow pointed out, of 
practically no use to any influence other 
than that of Russia and England, and 
he submitted that the best, and indeed 
the only possible way in which Germany 
can extend her trade and commerce with 
Persia is by coming to an undwstanding 
with Russia.

Every one who hes ever seen Alec 
Smith, the famous Wykagy] professional, 
play has marveled at the easy grace with 
which he utilizes his powerful physique 
for the purpose of getting everything 
into the stroke from the tee. There 
never seems to be any loophole left for 
error in the manner in which the club 
starts back in the address until it fin- 
ishes over his shoulder. 

Smith grips the club quite tightly with 
the right hand well under the shaft, and 
utilizes his powerful wrists to their full 
advantage. Few human beings are ad- 
mirably equipped with weight and 
strength such as Alec’s, and yet for golf- 
ing purposes he has all the flexibility of 
a boy. 

A striking peculiarity of Smith’s game 
as compared with that of all amateurs I 
have ever seen except Jerome D. Travers 
is the way he can lay a long iron-shot

Smith’s greatest pupil is Travers, who 
as a boy came under his care. Travers 
successfully acquired many of the char- 
acteristics of Smith’s game, notably his 
beautiful long iron shots up to the pin 
and his use of the jigger and mid-iron 
for short approaches usually played with 
mashies by most players. 

In the drive Smith plays from the 
open stance with the right foot a few 
inches ahead of the left, which, he thinks, 
in a measure prevents overswinging and 
enables the player to get a better follow 
through. A peculiarity of his grip is 
that the left thumb rests on the nail of 
the left forefinger, while the right hand 
grips the shaft so far around that the 
fingernails are in plain view. 

He claims that this use of the right 
hand permits greater wrist action, and 
adds power to the drive through greater 
utility of the muscles of the right fore- 
arm, Which can hardly assert themselves 
with the ordipary grip. On the back 
swing tte right elbow is taken out from 
the body before it goes up, which, in com- 
bination with a straight left arm, flat- 
tens out the stroke to the ideal golf 
stroke. At no point in the drive does 
Smith appear to lose perfect control of 


[his club and body. Every muscle and

FORMER PRESIDENT

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PROJECT FORWOTEL 
FOR COPLEY SQUARE 
AROUSES A PROTEST 


The city council, at a special meet. 
ing at 1. o’clock this afternoon, called 
for the purpose at the city hall, dis- 
cussed the question of removing the re. 
strictions on the old art museum prop. 
erty to permit the construction of s 
large hotel on the site of the old Museun 
of Fine Arts property in Copley square. 

Moses Williams appeared on behalf of 
the Copley Square Trust and pointed 
out that he did not wish the council to 
get the impression that a hotel was to 
be builf on this site, for although nego- 
tiations were in progress nothing had 


been definitely settled. 

Mr. Williams proposed that the city 
take a 12-foot strip and give the Copley 
Square Trust the right to build upon the 
other 13 feet regardless of whether the 
structure be a hotel or not. In any 
event, Mr. Williams said the structure 
would be a credit to the city. 

Laurence Minot for the trustees of 
the Park Square Real Estate Trust op- - 
posed: the granting of Mr. Williams’ re- 
| quest and said that although there was 
| no essential objection yet it would im- 
terfere with the plans which the Park 
Square Trust. had been working on for 
the past five or six months in conjunc- 
tion with the street department of the 
city. Their plans provided for the ex- 
tension of Stuart street. 

Letters have already been received by 
Mayor Fitzgerald in opposition to the 
plan from Laurence Minot and Francis R. 
Hart, the latter on behalf of the corpo- 
ration of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

Both writers object to the release by 
the city of Boston of certain restrictions 
and setbacks on the, old museum prop- 
erty, declaring to“do so will interfere 
with plans already made for the de- 
velopment of the streets enclosing the 
old museum site and property bordering 
on these streets. 

The widening of Providence street to 
100 feet by the Park Square Trust was 
especially designed with a view to the 
widening and extension of St. James 
avenue to a similar width at some futlre 
date. Mr. Minot said that according to 
the plans of the Copley Square Trust 
St." James avenue could not be widened 
to this extent and thus the plans of 
his company are frustrated. 

Mr. Hart said that in his opinion the 
development of property in tlie vicinity 
of the old museum is likely to require 
conversion of Stuart street into a broad 
| thoroughfare, connecting the territory to 
the east with Dartmouth street.

successful men secure is not that which 
comes by favor, but by the logic of 
_tircumstances and for the benefit of the 
employer. There is therefore today as 
much room for fit men as there ever 
was_in business, 

“What is the condition jn the profes- 
sions should you conclude to enter one 
of them? The enormous demand for the 
work of the members of certain scien- 
tifie professions, like engineering, civil, 
mechanical and electrical, and manufac- 
turing chemistry I will not dwell upon. 
In the last decade it has been hard to 
secure men with sufficient experience in 
these professions to justify employing 
them in positions which are open. Very 
frequently positions are awaiting the 
men who graduate from well known 
technological schools if they have shown 
any degree of aptitude in their school 
work. 

“We lawyers may properly feel an in- 
tense professional pride in the fact that 
of the men who founded this country, 
who defied the power of England and 
spread the seeds of revolution and inde- 
pendence and preserved the institutions 
of civil liberty in this country, nearly all 
were lawyers. Yet one must recognize 
that the administration of justice in this 
country has suffered grievously from the 
intensity with which lawyers have served 
their clients and the lightness of the re- 
sponsibility which they have felt to the 
public, as otticers of the court and the 
Jaw, to do no injustice. 

“The conduct of the defense of crim- 
inals in this country and the extremes 
to which counsel deem themselves justi- 
fied in saving their clients from the just 
judgment of the law have much to do 
with the disgraceful condition in which 
we find its administration. The awak- 
ened moral conscience of the country ¢an 
‘ ' no betfer object for its influence 
1 . 1 in making lawyers understand that 
their obligation to their clients is only 
to see that their ‘clients’ legal rights are 
protected and that they need not and 
ought not to lose their own identity as 
officers of the law in the cause of their 
clients and recklessly resort to every 
expedient to win the cause. 

“IT regret to say that during the last 
generation the strongest young men do 
not seem to have been attracted to the 
ministry. I look, however, for a reaction 
in this matter. I believe that in the 
near future men Of great native force 
will follow the ministry. 

“Of the profession of journalism there 
is much to say. The increase in the 
intelligence and discrimination of the 
people has in one way largely modified 
the power of the press. 

“The newspapers are taken more for 
the news they contain than for advice 
as to the lessons which should be drawn 
from it. 

“The reputation of a paper for accu- 
racy and veracity is generally as well 
known as the reputation of a member 
of the community. There are some 
newspapers that seek to effect their pur- 
poses and control opinion by. an at- 
tempted misrepresentation or suppres- 
sion of the facts in respect to matters 
attracting public attention. But in the 
end they do not prevail. 

“Journalism is a profession in which 
men of discriminating intelligence, of 
high courage, of accurate judgment, of a 
love of truth and real patriotism, can 
find a sphere of usefulness, unexcelled 
In any other, and such men are needed. 
For if the standards set by some of the 
most successful of the newspapers, lack 
of truth, in coarseness and unfairness of 
criticism, shall not improve, in the next 
generation it will vindicate the pessi- 
mists of today. 


“I refer to a class of newspapers and 
of magazines that are properly criticized 
as ‘muck rakers’ that rely for their circu- 
lation on the vicious and unfounded at- 
tacks upon the honesty and upright 
character and patriotic motives of men 
in public life, and- upon those conspicu- 
pus and prominent in society. This muck 
raking is an outgrowth and probably the 
unavoidable aftermath of a_ laudable 
and necessary attack upon abuses which 
bad shown themselves in a form of cor- 
porate greed and control of politics. 

“It was necessary to have a house- 
cleaning in this regard and Mr. Roose- 
velt led the movement, and much has 
been accomplished in clarifying business 
methods and political methods. In the 
doing of which he was himself the fore- 
most to denounce those who took ad- 
vantage of the general condition of pop- 
ular suspicion and filled their purses by 
unfoundgl attacks upon men in public 
- Office struggling conscientiously to do 
their duty. But this muck raking epi- 
sode will pass. Indeed I hope it is pass- 
ing, because the people are beginning to 
see what it really is, are refusing to be 
influenced by it, and thus are not mak- 
ing the contributions to the pockets of 
muck. rakers which is their only motive 
‘or continuing their business. 

“In political questions the struggle 
which is constantly going on is toward a 
purer government of the nation, of the 
state and city. Much has been accom- 
plished in this regard in the national] 
yovernment, less in the state govern- 
menteand still less in municipal govern- 
ment.

UES OVER UNTIL 
EARLY NEXT WEEK 


Attorney Harvey H. Pratt of counsel 
for the defense in the case of the United 
States against William J. Keliher, 
charged with aiding and abetting George 
W. Coleman in the looting of the Na- 
tional City Bank of Cambridge, began 
his opening argument at noon today, 
but Judge Hale, presiding in the circuit 
court, ordered the trial suspended until 
Tuesday morning. 

U. S. Dist.-Atty. Asa P. French con- 
cluded his case for the government, and 
after a short conference the defense 
opened. Attorney Pratt declared . that 
the defense intended to show that the 
Officials of the bank at which Coleman 
was employed as a bookkeeper were 
warned as to the young man’s mode of 
living. He declared that conversations 
between Coleman and his father made 
after the former’s return from his flight 
would be introduced to show that the 
officials of the bank had known for more 
than two months prior to the bank’s 
suspension the condition of Coleman’s 
accounts, 

He fudther declared that the defense 
would shpw that after Coleman’s return 
he made the declaration that Keliher did 
not know where the money was coming 
from which Coleman was spending. Mr, 
Pratt was often interrupted by Attorney 
French, but Judge Hale allowed counsel 
for the defense to continue, 

The feature of the morning’s testimony 
was the production by Charles F. Eames, 
superintendent of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, as evidence of three 
telegrams purporting to be from George 
W. Coleman to the defendant and sent on 
Feb. 22, 23 and 24, while Coleman was 
returning to Boston from Kansas City. 
Two instructed Keliher to.meet Coleman 
at the Back Bay~station and the third 
was relative to Keliher’s securing counsel 
for Coleman, the name of Daniel Coakley 
being mentioned 

W. E. Hingston, the handwriting ex- 
pert called by the government, com- 
pleted his cross-examination, which had 
to do with the signature John R. Marshall, 
submitted as evidence by the government 
on several exhibits. Attorney Coakley 
submitted his first exhibit for the defense 
at this time, presenting for identification 
several bank documents signed by John 
R, Marshall and secured an admission 
from the expert that the signatures were 
pictorially alike.

NEW YORK—That Charles R. Heike, 
as secretary of the sugar trust, called the 
attention of Henry O. Havemeyer, its 
then president, to the wide discrepancies 
between the customs weights and those 
on Which payments for sugar were made 
was stated in court today. 

Mr. Heike, who had been on trial for 
three weeks, charged with conspiracy to 
defraud the government, presented his 
side today. His associate counsel, George 
Scott Graham of Philadelphia, in open- 
ing his defense declared when Mr. Hefke 
called Mr. Havemeyer’s attention to dis- 
crepancies “he did his full duty.” :

man, too, to cross the channel in a bi- 
plane. The ease with which he accom- 
plished the flight is a great tribute both 
to his aviation skill and to the Wright 
machine he used. 

“There is nothing left now in the way 
of channel aviation and I wonder what 
will be the next thing attempted. It 
will probably be a flight across the North 
sea from England to Germany. Such a 
feat is altogetlier feasible and I look 
to see its accomplishment within the 
present year.” 

Louis Bleriot, the first of the aerial 
channel crossers, was not so generous 
as M. de Lesseps in his comments on Mr. 
Rolls’ flight. 

“There was nothing sensational about 
it,” M. Bleriot said. “Mr. Rolls’ success 
was due to his motor and the perfect 
condition of the weather. 

“T am now working on a two-seat 
monoplane, witK moving wings. It will 
have a much greater speed than my old 
monoplane and I expect to make some 
wonderful flights soon. France still 
holds first rank.” 

“Will you try to fly across the North 
sea?” M. Bleriot was asked. 

“T won’t say what I[ have in mind, 
for that would only give some other 
fellow the opportunity of beating me 
out.” 

Mr. Rolls was some time ago chosen 
by the Aero Club of the United Kingdom 
as one of the three aviators who will 
represent England in the international 
aviation contest in the United States 
next October. The other members of 
the team will be Maurice Egerton and 
Lieutenant Moore-Brabazon. Mr. Rolls 
and Louis Bleriot will be flying in com- 
petition in that meeting. 

DAYTON, O.-—“Captain Rolls made a 
very nice flight,” said Orville Wright to- 
day when asked regarding the English- 
man’s feat. “It was one of these 
spectacular achievements,” he said, “of 
which we may expect more right along.” 


Channel Round Tnp Made 
by English Aviator Rolls 


DOVER, Eng.—Capt. Charles S. Rolls, 
the English aviator, Thursday flew from 
here to Sangatte, France, and returned 
without stopping, across the English 
channel in his Wright biplane. This is an 
unprecedented feat. Louis Bleriot and 
Count de Lesseps crossed the channel 
from Franee to England, but never be- 
fore has the continuous flight between 
England and France ana return been 
made. 

Mr. Rolls left Dover at 6:30 p. m. and 
in splendid time had reached the French 
coast. He circled twice over Sangatte 
cliffs, near Calais, and then, without 
stopping his engine, turned his aeroplane 
back to the British shore. 

The distance across the channel is 21 
miles, and Captain Rolls accomplished an 
over-water flight of 42 miles, making a 
new record for this particularly danger- 
ous course. The entire distance flown 
was 53 miles. 

The progress of the aviator was 
watched with the aid of glasses until he 
was within two miles of the French 
coast, when the aeroplane vanished from 
view. After circling the cliffs of San- 
gatte, Mr. Rolls headed straight to sea 
and made the return at a rapid pace. 

Three torpedo boats, which had been 
strung across the channel in anticipation 
of his flight, started simpltaneously with 
the bird-man when he set out for France, 
but though the boats were driven at full 
speed they were soon overhauled and 
passed by the aviator. 

Captain Rolls was overwhelmed with 
congratulations as he dismounted, but 
these he received modestly. He said that 
much of the credit was glue to the bi- 
plane, which ran perfectly throughout 
the whole flight, not missing sparking 
once. 

As he was passing over Sangatte the 
aviator dropped a paper tied with tri- 
color ribbons containing the following 
message: 

“Greeting to the Aero Club of France, 
dropped from a Wright aeropbane cross- 
ing from England to France. Vive !’en- 
tente!” 

Capt. Charles S. Rolls of the London 
section of the army motor reserve has 
successively followed the sports of bi- 
cycling, automobiling, ballooning and 


aeroplaning. At Cambridge University | - 


he was the captain of the bicycle ener 
Later he competed successfully in nu 
ous automobile competitions and was 
awarded the gold medal for hjs per- 
formance in the 1000 miles trial of 1900 
in England. He drove as the representa. 
tive of Great Britain in the Gordon Ben- 
nett race of 1905. Several times he 
broke the world’s record for speed. 

Captain Rolls has made more than 160 
balloon ascensions. Taking up the sport 
of heavier-than-air machines, he made a 
flight with Wilbur Wright at Le Mins 
in October, 1908. On May 27 last he 
started to make the cross-channel flight, 
but he had gone but a few yards’ when 
his engine failed him and the uttempt 
was abandoned.

In the matter of the commerce court, 
the Senate bill says that the five judges 
shall be selected by the chief justice of 
the supreme court, while the House in- 
sists that all the justices of the court 
shall have a hand in that task. The 
Senate also has some features in the 
way of procedure and court authority 
{that do not appear in the House meas- 
ure, 

In the House bill it is provided that 
the interstate commerce commission shall 
have authority to make a valuation of 
the property of the railroads. ‘Two at- 
tempts have been made in the Senate 
to adopt such a provision and each has 
been beaten by two votes. Another 
effort for its adoption is expected to be 
made today. 

The House bill says that the inter- 
stafe commerce commission shall have 
authority to regulate the issue of stocks 
and bonds by railroads. Such a provi- 
sion appeared in the Senate bill as it 
came from the interstate commerce com- 
mittee, but it was afterward eliminated 
at the instance of Messrs. Aldrich and 
Elkins. They said difficult problems 
were involved which should be_ con- 
sidered in a separate bill. In an effort 
to get stock and bond regulation back 
into the measure, Senators Cummins, 
Clapp and Stone offered amendments, 
but they were beaten. 

There are many recently adopted fea- 
tures in the Senate bill that do not ap- 
pear in the House measure. Most im- 


portant is the Overman amendment, 
adopted Thursday, which provides that 
the operation of a state law cannot, as 
at present, be suspended by a single Uni- 
ted States district judge. An injunction 
on the ground of unconstitutionality, 
having that effect, can be issued only by 
three federal judges, one of whom must 
be a justice of the supreme court or a 
circuit court judge. 

Other provisions not in the House 
bill are those giving the interstate com- 
merce commission power to prevent rail- 
ways from manipulating rates so as to 
drive water competition out of exist- 
ence, removing control of rates on traf- 
fic wholly by water from the commis- 
sion and giving shippers the right to de- 
termine which of two or more competing 
lines shall carry their goods. 

Both the Senate and House have 
voted to place telegraph and telephone 
companies under the jurisdiction of the 
interstate commerce commission and 
have adopted sections dealing with the 
practise of railroads in charging higher 
rates for a short than for a long haul. 

A new print of the bill will be on the 
desks of the senators today embodying 
the changes made. The acceptance of 
the Overman provision had the effect of 
inclining some Democratic senators more 
favorably to the bill, and of causing the 
Democratic side of the chamber to re- 
quest an opportunity for consultation 
before reaching the voting stage on the 
final passage. Accordingly the vote was 
postponed Thursday to permit a Demo- 
cratic conference, which was scheduled 
to Be held this morning.

BY BOSTON OFFICIALS 
ARE GIVEN A HEARING 


WASHINGTON — Mayor Fitzgerald 
and City Engineer Jackson of Boston 
today are on their way to Pittsburg and 
Detroi ad satisfied that the war depart- 
ment*will accept their plan for the re- 


» construction Of two bridges between

The plan they presented to the engi- 
neer officers of the war department 
Thursday contemplates the removal of 
the prekent North Chelsea bridge to 
Charlestown and the erection on the ‘up- 
stream side of the present bridge of 
what they call a “temporary” structure 
to accommodate the traffic for the next 
10 or 12 years. «By that time the mayor 


believes- legislative authority can be se- | 


cured for the erection of a bridge of 


the monumental character the people are 


now demanding. The draw of the new 
bridge is to be 100 feet wide, instead of 
GO feet as at present. The war depart- 
ment officials were told that this bridge 
could be crected at a cost of about 
$250,000. 

As to the Meridian street bridge be- 
tween Chelsea and East Boston, it is 
proposed by tie city authorities to re- 
pair that at a cost of about $100,000, 
and to leave the width of the draw span 
at 60 feet. 

An officer of the war department, in 
discussing the situation with The Monitor 
correspondent, said: 

‘The department will issue orders, in 
accordance with the recommendation of 
the locai engineers, for the reconstruc- 
tion of the North Chelsea bridge in a 
way that will preserve and insure safe 
navigation. That order, however; can be 
moditied in accordance with the- plan 
presented Thursday in a tentative way 
by the Boston officials. I see no reason 
why their proposition should not be 
accepted.” 

The mayor declared himself as well 
pleased with the result of his visit. 

“The city’s borrowing capacity has 
nearly reached jts limit,” he said, “and 
I do not belieye it wise to expend money 
for the new bridges. Therefore we have 
presented this new proposition to the 
war department, which 1 believe will be 
approved. 


“The temporary North Chelsea bridge. 


and the rebuilt Meridian street bridge 
will last for 10 or 12 years, and when 
it comes time to replace them the city’s 
finances probably will be in better shape. 
Then we can secure legislation that will 
compel the railroads and the adjacent 
cities and towns ~- Lynn, Revere and 
others—to share in the cost of erecting 
monumental bridges, such as have been 
petitioned for. To build these two bridges 
in accordance with the ideas of the pe- 
titiéners would cost upward of $2,500,- 
0100, and the temporary structures we 
vropose to erect will cost about $350,000. 

“The war department will issue an or- 
der for the \reconstruction of the North 
Chelsea bridge. We will present our 
substitute plan, which will be amplified 
and put into definite shape by Mr. Jack- 
son. I had assurances from the depart- 
ment today that our plans may be ac- 
cepted.” 

The mavor and city engineer called at 
-the Washington municipal building to 


get some ideas about the disposal of gar- 


bage aml refuse in the District of Co- 
lumbia.

While the Guildhall 
speech may be a cause of jest in England 
or be treated with respectful levity here 
in the United States, among the ‘enthu- 
siastic faithful it will make the very 
impression it was designed to have.

There was no particular news on which 
to depress prices, but traders still talked 
much of the railroad injunction proceed- 
ings, and while probably a good deal 
more is made of the action on the part 
of the government than warranted by 
either conditions or prospects the feel- 
‘ing is pessimistic, and prices of securi- 
ties moved accordingly downward after 
the first quarter of an hour’s trading. 
The market was very dull early, however, 
and losses were not so severe during 
the first half hour of the session as 
experienced the past few davs. Later in 
the session nfore activity was displayed 
and lower prices. were established. 

Union Pacific sold ex-dividend ‘today 
at 175, compared with 176%, last night’s 
closing price. It slumped to 172% be- 
fore recovering. Pennsylvania opened 
up % at 131%, sold off fractionally and 
then sold up to 132. 

Reading opened up %4 at 155%, 
clined over a point, advanced to fine 
and then dropped nearly 3 points. Chi- 
tago & Northwestern sold ex-dividend at 
146 at the opening compared with 148% 
last night, and then declined a good frac- 
tion. 

Amalgamated Copper opened un- 
thanged at 67, improved fractionally and 
then sold down under 66. U. S. Steel 
opened up %.at 79% and lost about 2 
points before midday. 

There was a very quiet business on 
the local exchange. Prices generally 
were heavy in sympathy with New York.

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NEW ENGLAND ROADS 
ARE UNAFFECTED BY 
INJUNCTION oUtTS 


Both New Haven and Boston 
& Maine Railroads Meet 
Increased Expenses Dy 


Higher Passenger Rates: 


OUTSIDE INTERESTS 


The railroad dilemma which the un- 
expected action of President Taft and 
his advisers has produced will be with- 
out effect upon the New England roads, 
the New Haven and the Boston & Maine. 

Both roads have, met-“the problem of 
increased wage expenses aggregating for 
the two systems nearly $3,500,000 by in- 


creases in passenger rates and passenger | 


rates are entirely outside the scope of 
Tuesday’s injunction. 

Much more has been made of the post- 
ponement of the increase in commutation 
rates over the New Haven from New 
York for a month than the incident 
really deserves. Due to pr mter’s errors 
and delays the New Haven was a few 
days late in filing its notice of increases 
in these commutation rates as it is re- 
quired to do under New York laws. The 
increases will, however, go into effect 
July 1 and all that the New Haven loses 
is a month’s additional revenue. 

This matter of increase in New York 
commutation rates is not a very large 
financial incident at best and it is doubt- 
ful if the total increases will bring 
in much over $150,000 additional annual 
gross. This is no more than the single 
increase of 10 cents in the Boston-New 
York fare will produce in the course of 
a year. The total passenger rate in- 
creases which the New Haven has made, 
however, will produce about $1,400,000 
additional gross, which is some $300,000 
to $400,000 less than the advances in 
wage schedules. 

New Haven earnings, both gross and 
net, are keeping well abreast of last 
year, but the extraordinary gains of last 
fall and winter are naturally not peing 
continued. For instance, for the eight 
months to Feb. 28, New Haven’s month- 
ly grogs averaged to increase $536,000, of 
which $459,000, or 85 per cent, was saved 
for net. March and April earnings have 
not shown any such gain, the April in- 
crease in gross being but $386,000 and 
the gain in net $153,433. The striking 
feature here is of course that less than 
5) per cent of the gain in gross was 
saved for net. Large maintenance ex- 
penditures in part explain this situation, 


‘but there is no doubt, too, that it is 


going to be increasingly difficult for the 
New Haven to save as much of the in- 
crease in gross for net hereafter, be- 
cause of the higher cost of everything 
which enters into railroad operation. 
New Haven officials express entire con- 
fidence in the outcome of the proposed 
appraisal of the road’s assets and liabili- 
ties which is to be made by a joint 
committee of the railroad commission, 
tax commissioner and bank commis- 
sioner as the basis for the validation of 


1its bonds and stocks under Massachu- 


setts laws. 

“They believe that even excluding the 
entire investment in trolleys and steam- 
ships, the road will be found to have 
assets equal to nearly two to one for its 
present outstanding $350,000,000 of capi- 
talization. When it is understood that 
New Haven has about $100,000,000 in- 
vested in such outside enterprises, the 
magnitude of the New Haven claim is 
better appreciated. 

It .is just this enormous concealed 
property equity that has made it possi- 
ble for New Haven to pay the prices it 
has for several of its trolley roads and 
invest so grea‘. a bulk of cash in assets 
outside of its strict function as a rail- 
road proposition. — ,

15 WELL SATISFIED 
WITH NEGOTIATIONS 
FOR GHINESE LOAN 


Henry P. Davison, Just Re- 
turned From Paris, Says 
Terms and Arrangements 
at Present Are Tentative. 


U. S. STEEL LISTING}: 


NEW YORK—Henry P. Davison, of J. 
P. Morgan & Co., who has been at- 
tending the international banking con- 
ference in Paris with a view to arrang- 
ing the Chinese Hankow loan, returned 
today on the Lusitania. He said: 

“My negotiations in Paris, in regard 
to the Chinese loan, have been eminently 
successful. We have tentatively ar- 
ranged for a loan of $30,000,000 for com- 
mencement of building operations of two 


trunk line railroads in China, one run- 
ning north and south from Hankow to 
Canton, and the other east and west 
from Hankow to Szechuen. 

“As to the terms of the loan, arrange- 
ments up to present are merely ten- 
tative, dependent upon whether the 
Chinese will be able to raise sufficient 
money in their own country or not. The 
Chinese government has reserved to itself 
the right of refusing to accept this loan 
provided they can raise sufficient funds 
at home. 

“J. P. Morgan & Co., Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., the National City Bank and the 
First National Bank were the American 
banking institutions represented at the 
international conference. Other repre- 
sentatives were there from English, Ger- 
man and French banking institutions.” 

Mr. Davison had been advised by wire- 
less of government action in regard 
to the freight rate increase injunction 
case and expressed himself as being some- 
what surprised, and as though it were a 
mistake on the part of the government. 

In regard to listing of Steel in Paris, 
Mr. Davison said: “That matter is prac- 
tically in statu quo. There is nothing 
being done. By that I do not mean to 
say that the matter has been dropped. It 
is still progressing, but necessarily very 
slowly, as it is one of those things which 


difficulties in the way.”

GAS PLANT COSTS” 
FOUR MILLIONS 


CITY OF MEXICO—The gas manufac- 
turing plant and distributing system 
which the Mexican National Gas Com- 
pany is installing will have cost $4,000,- 
000 when finished, according to the 
statement of E. L. Doheny of Los An- 
geles, Cal., who is at 
company. 

The firat unit in the big system is now 
finished and ready to distribute gas 
through about 20 miles of mains. The 
contract for laying an additional 22 
miles of mains has.been let and the pipe 
is on hand for the purpose. 

Authority has been obtained from the 
municipal government for:the laying of 
40 more miles, making @n all 84 miles 
of mains that are embraced in the pres- 
ent plans. 

It will take about three more years to 
complete the plants as now planned. Up 
to this time about $1,250,000 has been 
spent in the enterprise. 

The plant will have a capacity of 
1,500,000 cubic feet of gas per day. The 
gas will be generated from oil which 
the company will pipe here from the 
wells in the Huasteca field, which is 
owned by the Doheny interests.

GERMAN VIEW OF 
AMERICAN ROADS 


Foreign Banker Says He Is 
Impressed With Constant 
Need of Companies for 
Funds for Development. 


NEW YORK—Discussing conditions in 
the United States, P. Mankiewitz, a 
director of the Deutsche Bank, on his. 
return to Germany from a business trip 
to America, said: 

“What impressed me most strongly 
was American railroads. The American 
railroad companies must continually ex- 
tend their gigantic lines, and for this 
reason they are permanently in need of 
new funds. These funds are naturally 
not alwavs obtainable at. favorable con- 
ditions. At present, for instance, the 
market for American railroad bonds is 
weak because too much new capital is 
required, and because the acquisition of 
these funds is necessary simultaneously 
in a great many different places; a fea- 
ture which has been observed also in 
other countries. In the American bond 
market there is also a scarcity of buy- 
ers for the reason that at most times 
new material is coming on the market 
ut the same time from many sources. 

As regards the anxiety with respect 
to Scabsialion against the trusts and the 
large corporations (Wall street is very 
much worried by this anxiety), the sit- 
uation reminds me a little of the im- 
pression which prevailed at the Berlin 
exchange before the passing of the ex- 
change law. On the other hand, it is 
true that far-sighted people in America 
do not consider the efforts to restrict the 
wild spec: tion as a mistake.”

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A Woman Astronomer 


Sir William Huggins was famous al) 
‘over the world as the founder of astro- 
physics, by means of which the infinitely 
distant stars and nebulae have been com- 
pelled to yield up the secrets of their 
physical constitution. The faint nebu- 
lous mists once believed to be the most 
distant stars are now known to be im- 
mense masses Of incandescent gas, and 
most of the elements which are found 
in our own earth have recorded their 
presence in the stars by their unerring 
lines in the fell-tale spectrum. With the 
help of his clever wife Sir William Hug- 
gins for over half a century pursued 
his researches. 

Lady Huggins+has always taken a 
prominent part in her husband’s work, 
and has shared with him the authorship 
of most of his books and papers. When 
# years old she used to spend her leisure 
in poring over astronomical works, and 
studied sun-spots by the aid of a small 
terrestrial telescope which belonged to 
her father. But her greatest desire was 
to learn about the stars. 
astronomy as much as she was able, al- 
though her opportunities were limited; 
and it was only after her marriage that 
she found the scope that her talent 
needed. At the present day the value of 
her work js thoroughly recognized. 


Lifting Dreadnoughts 
Skyhigh 


Some notes on the locking system in 
the Panama canal are given below, taken 
from the remarkable series of articles 
in the May issue of the National Maga- 
zine: 

The provision for using only a small 
portion of the 1000-foot lock was ex- 
plained; this is most desirable and eco- 
nomical as 95 per cent of the steamers 
likely to use the canal are less than 600- 
foot craft. The time of locking is esti- 
mated at 10 to 12 hours, from one ocean 
to the other. Travel here will be more 
rapid than on the Suez sea-level canal, 
partly owing to the fact that here there 
is no sandy formation, compelling ves- 
sels to go at a rate of about three miles 
an hour, to avoid washing down the 
banks of the canal. In the Panama canal 
the average speed will probably be over 
five miles an hour, including all lockage, 
“and it will be possible to lock through 
48 vessels a day. A model of even the 
largest “dreadnought” looked small in 
the canal model in comparison with the 
length of the great locks, which will give 
the largest craft an aerial flight or per- 
pendicular lift of 85 feet.

Money-Making Machines 


Saving machines, the invention of 
which was brought about by the spur of 
governmental needs, are about to revolu- 
tionize the manufacture of all forms of 
paper money. 

The combination machine (for number- 
ing, sealing, and separating), with a 
newly provided adjunct in the form of a 
trimming machine, will perform all the 
operations of currency manufacture with 
the exception of merely the first printing 
of the face and reverse of bills. 

Under the old plan the individual num- 
bering machines, the individual sealing 


machines had all to be fed by hand. In 
the new comprehensive apparatus, how- 
ever, all the feeding is done automati- 
cally, and inasmuch as a pile of 9000 
sheets—that is, 36,000 notes—can be ac- 
commodated in the magazine compart- 
ment, it will be possible to operate the 
machine continuously for three hours at 
average speed without stopping to re- 
plenish the supply.

Early Days in Boston 


A striking character who resided in 
Boston after the revolutionary war was 
the highly original Madam Haley. She 
lived in great magnificence, and when the 
Charlestown bridge was opened in 1786, 
she paid, it is said, five hundred dollars 
for the privilege of being the first to 
drive over it. Her carriage on this occa- 
sion was drawn by four white horses. 
“Old Boston Days and Ways,” by Mary 
Caroline Crawford, tells more of the 
opening of this bridge and of Madam 
Haley. 

The diary of Deacon John Tudor de- 
scribes the festivity thus: “June 17, 1786, 
This day Charles River bridge was fin- 
ished, when a vast concourse of people 
passed over: There were two tables of 
320 feet sett up on Bunker’s hill, the 
place where the Battle was fought with 
the Brittons this Day 11 years, on the 
Day Charlestown was burnt. This Day 
of festivity and joy was Kept so as to 
entertain 800 Gentlemen; the Governor 
was present. 13 Tosts were drank. Sutch 
a Concourse of people, Carriages etc; I 
never Saw at one Time before; Said 
Bridge is 1503 feet long encluding the 
abutments and is the greatest piece of 
work done in Emerica. The breadth of 
the Bridge 42 feet and ornamented with 
40 Lamps, which make a Sparkling Show 
in the Night.” 

So it was quite a safe bridge ror 
Madam Haley to drive over in her splen- 
did carriage at the head of the proces- 
sion.

Paderewski is one of the few geniuses 


of the piano who was not a prodigy, and 


he has put his hands in tune, in the first 
place, with a labor and a concentration 
of purpose that would have made even a 
man of mediocre talent famous. | This 
tremendous application plus his extraor- 
dinary genius is necessary, however, to 
produce a Paderewski. 

While Paderewski doubtless owes 
something to Leschetizky, with whom he 
studied for seven months in Vienna after 
he was grown, his tone and his technique 
are the result of his own effort and meth- 
ods in working toward perfection, and 
attained only by prodigious extemporiz- 
ing and experimenting. The world of 
his soul is a world of tone; every sound 
he has heard—and his ear is exquisitely 
sensitive—he has tried to produce on the 
piano. His mastery of the pianoforte is 
a complete mastery; every shade of ex- 
pression is in the power of his touch. A 
more tireless student of technique never 
lived; but in all his efforts it has been 
his own individuality which has been the 
determining factor. In getting his hands 
in tune, if one may use the expression, 
for the establishment of his tone and the 
perfection of his technique, he has used 
his own means and methods. His months 
with Leschetizky gave him finish and 
security; Paderewskj would himself be 
the first to say this, but mainly because 
of Leschetizky’s approval of Paderewski’s 
individuality and self-developed method.
